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Grain  prices  generally  declined  during  the  April-July  period  reflecting  in 
part  prospective  record  crops,  reduced  world  demand,  smaller  exports  and 
generally  slow  demand.  As  a  result  of  the  decline,  prices  the  first  three 
weeks  of  July  were  mostly  well  below  a  year  ago.   Carryover  stocks  of  wheat  on 
July  1  were  the  smallest  since  1952.  Holdings  of  the  four  feed  grains  totaled 
65  million  tons  —  10  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Soybean  stocks  were 
the  largest  of  record . 

WHEAT  ...  prices  declined  sharply  during  the  April-July  period  as  prospects 
materialized  for  a  record  wheat  crop  and  continued  slow  export  demand.  Winter 
wheat  showed  the  greatest  loss  with  prices  dropping  15-25^  per  bushel  in  the 
4-month  period.  Prices  in  July  were  33-4-0^  Per  bushel  below  a  year  earlier. 
Spring  wheat  declined  only  2$   from  April  to  July  but  in  July  prices  were  10^ 
per  bushel  under  a  year  ago.   Carryover  stocks  of  wheat  on  July  1  totaled  426 
million  bushels  --  20  percent  less  than  the  year  before.  Of  the  total  stocks 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  owned  129  million  bushels  as  against  403  million 
a  year  ago.  Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  during  the  1966-67  season  totaled  734 
million  --  a  drop  of  125  million  from  the  previous  season.  Milling  of  585 
million  bushels  of  wheat  for  flour  was  6  million  less  than  in  1965-66.   Domestic 
supplies  of  wheat  for  1967-68,  based  on  July  1  conditions,  total  2,022  million 
bushels,  an  increase  of  176  million  over  1966-67  supplies.  Exports  of  wheat, 
including  flour  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina  and  Australia  during 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  were  around  1,630  million  bushels  as  against 
1,900  million  in  1965-66. 

RYE  . . .  prices  at  Minneapolis  declined  in  the  April-June  quarter  but 
strengthened  early  in  July  as  dry  weather  hurt  the  new  crop  in  North  Dakota 
and  large  areas  of  Canada.  Despite  the  gain,  prices  in  July  were  3^  per  bushel 
under  July  1966.  Stocks  of  18.4  million  bushels  were  3  percent  less  than  last 
year  but  with  that  exception  the  largest  since  1944.  Disappearance  of  30 
million  bushels  for  1966-67  increased  slightly  over  the  previous  season  due 
in  part  to  larger  exports.  Alcohol  and  milling  usage  was  about  the  same  as  a 
year  earlier.  Domestic  supplies  of  rye  for  1967-68  total  43  million  bushels, 
4  million  less  than  for  1966-67. 

CORN  ...  prices,  at  the  principal  terminals,  held  steady  in  the  April-June 
quarter  both  this  year  and  last  year.  However,  with  improved  prospects,  prices 
declined  around  4^  this  July  but  advanced  around  9^  in  July  1966  due  in  part  to 
less  favorable  early  crop  prospects.  Prices  which  had  been  above  a  year 
earlier  for  several  months  reversed  the  trend  in  July  and  averaged  30   per 
bushel  below  July  1966.  Stocks  of  corn  in  all  positions  on  July  1  totaled 
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1.7  billion  bushels  --3  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier.   Of  this  CCC  ovmed  151   i 
million  as  against  375  million  on  July  1,  1966.  The  1967  crop  was  forecast  at  a 
record  4. 5  billion  bushels,  an  increase  of  10  percent  over  the  previous  record  of  a 
year  ago.  Corn  disappearance,  October  through  June,  totaled  3.2  billion  bushels  -- 
240  million  less  than  the  same  months  a  year  earlier.  Exports  of  354-  million 
dropped  by  176  million  from  a  year  earlier.  Feed  usage  at  2.7  billion  bushels  was 
down  slightly.  Animal  units  for  1966-67  are  estimated  at  177.5  million  compared 
with  170.1  million  for  1965-66.  Feeding  of  corn  per  animal  unit  totaled  15.0 
bushels  the  first  9  months  of  the  season  as  against  16. 0  last  year  and  14-. 8  the 
5 -year  average. 

OATS  . . .  prices  at  the  farm  last  season  averaged  5^  per  bushel  above  the 
previous  season.  However,  prices  at  terminals  the  first  3  weeks  of  July  were 
around  a  penny  below  July  1966.  Carryover  stocks  of  oats  at  268  million  bushels 
were  48  million  less  than  a  year  earlier.  With  production  estimated  at  774  million, 
down  3  percent  from  last  year,  domestic  supplies  for  1967-68  total  1,043  million 
as  against  1,114  million  for  1966-67.   Disappearance  of  oats,  mainly  for  feed 
totaled  about  850  million  last  season  compared  with  890  million  for  1965-66. 
Exports  of  17  million  were  less  than  half  those  of  the  year  before. 

BARLEY  . . .  prices  at  the  farm  last  season  averaged  4^  per  bushel  above  the 
previous  season.  Terminal  prices  declined  in  July  with  the  greater  loss  on  the 
West  Coast.   In  July  malting  barley  at  Minneapolis  averaged  20   above  a  year  earlier 
while  at  Portland  and  Los  Angeles  feed  barley  ranged  from  5-11^  lower.   Carryover 
stocks  of  120  million  were  15  percent  more  than  a  year  ago  but  8  percent  less  than 
average.  On  the  basis  of  July  1  conditions  the  new  crop  was  forecast  at  331  million 
as  against  390  million  produced  in  1966.  Supplies  for  1967-68  now  total  a  little 
more  than  500  million  bushels  compared  with  494  million  for  1966-67.   Disappearance 
last  season  at  379  million  was  the  smallest  since  1954-55  due  to  reduced  exports. 
Exports  of  42  million  compare  with  75  million  in  1965-66.   Industrial  usage,  mainly 
for  malt,  increased  slightly  while  livestock  feeding  at  215  million  was  up  9  percent 
from  a  year  earlier. 

GRAIN  SORGHUM  ...  prices  at  the  farm  averaged  20^  per  cwt.  above  a  year  ago 
during  the  April- June  quarter,  reflecting  continued  heavy  exports.  Terminal  prices 
in  July  averaged  8-llg"  per  cwt.  above  July  1966.  Stocks  in  all  positions  totaled 
188  million  cwt.  on  July  1  --  110  million  cwt.  less  than  a  year  earlier.  Disappear- 
ance during  the  first  9  months  totaled  a  record  434  million  cwt.  reflecting  increas- 
ed exports  and  feeding.  Exports  of  113  million  were  9  million  cwt.  above  last  year 
while  feed  usage  totaled  315  million,  an  increase  of  30  million  over  1965-66. 

SOYBEAN  . . .  prices  declined  Lrf,   per  bushel  in  the  April-July  period  reflecting 
slow  demand  and  prospects  for  a  record  1967  crop.  Prices  in  July  averaged  73^  per 
bushel  below  July  1966.  Stocks  of  199  million  bushels  were  a  record  high  -  65 
million  above  a  year  earlier.  Of  the  total  stocks  over  75  million  were  outstand- 
ing under  loan  on  July  1  as  against  less  than  10  million  a  year  earlier.   Crush ings 
of  46O  million  in  the  September- June  period  were  5  million  more  than  in  the  compar- 
able period  of  1965-66.  Exports  of  223  million  in  the  10- month  period  ran  4  million 
less  than  the  previous  season. 

FLAXSEED  . . .  advanced  gradually  during  the  April-July  period  and  in  July  sold 
90   per  bushel  above  a  year  earlier  at  Minneapolis.   Carryover  stocks  of  9.2  million 
compare  with  15.3  million  on  July  1,  1966.  The  1967  crop,  forecast  at  19.3  million, 
is  19  percent  less  than  last  year.  On  the  basis  of  the  July  forecast,  supplies  for 
1967-68  total  28.5  million  --  10  million  less  than  supplies  available  for* 1966-67. 
Flaxseed  crush ings  of  19.7  million  bushels  last  season  were  3  million  less  than  the 
previous  season  while  exports  of  7.5  million  were  2.2  million  more  than  1965-66.
